the other vessels of the squadron. 

While the names of the British vessels 
participating in the battle ard not yet 
known bere, it is assumed that the five 
battle cruisers greatly outnumbered the 
Germans in tonnage and armament, and 
in consequence the newspapers affirm that 
the withdrawal of the British ships from 
the fight means a German victory against 
odds. They believe also that the retire- 
ment of the British was necessitated by 
the damaged condition of their vessels, 

Text of Official 

The official report dealing with the bat- 
tle follows: 

“ During the advance pf our armored 
cruisers Seydlitz, Derflinger, Moltke, and 
Bluecher, which, accompanied by four 
smaller crulsers and two flotillas of tor- 
pedo boats, were steaming in the North 
sea, these vessels became engaged with 
a British detachment composed of five 
battle cruisers, several smaller cruisers, 
and twenty-six torpedo boat destroyers. 

“The énemy discontinued the engage- 
ment after three hours’ time at a point 
seventy miles west-northwest 6f Heigo- 
land and retreated. a 

„ according to the information avall- 
able, one British battle cruiser and one of 
our armored cruisers, the Bluecher, were 
sunk. All the other German ships re- 
turned to port.”

kow, where heavy artillery engagements 


Little Change Before Warsaw. 
Northward there appears to have been 
Northwest of Warsaw, 
from Radzanowo to Dobrzyn, on the Vis- 
tula, the Germans are still on the de- 
On the left bank of the Vistula, 
west of Warsaw, and along the Rawka, 
the Germans are stubbornly attempting 
to advance. Between Borgimow and Gu- 
min, twenty-five miles west of Warsaw, 
desperate hand to hand fighting ia re- 
ported. The village of Borgimow has 
changed hands several times, but at last 
reports it was not occupied by either side, 
as neither of the opposing forces ia able 
to hold it. 

No less stubborn is the action on the 
line between Granow and Kurdvanov, 
southeast of Sochaczew. In this vicinity 
the Germans are said to have moved for- 
ward over fields strewn with the dead, 
many of whom had died by freezing. The 
progress made here was slight. Neither 
the Germans nor the Russians were able 
to gain more than a few yards.

Take Away Europe’s Chance, 

After analyzing the international law, 
Senator Root said: 
“The ordinary trade in ships is not to 
be prevented. Trade in the ordinary 
course of business is not to be prevented. 
The ordinary devolution of property is not 
to be interfered with. If the owner ofa 
ship ‘belonging to a belligerent dies the 
property may devolve upon a *heutral. 

But none of these great nations will 

permit a citizen of an enemy to rob them 
of their prize by transferring the ships 
they are entitled to capture on the high 
seas to a neutral. 
There can be no purchase now of ships 
that have been Ming idle six months 
under the conditions of this war that is 
not stamped with the purpose that invali- 
dates the transfer under the rule of the 
declaration of London equally with those 
old and more severe rules which were pre- 
sented at the beginning of the conference, 
“ There is oniy one possible escape from 
the condemnation and forfeiture of a 
prize court for cvery ship of this kind that 
ig purchased. That is, the possible pro- 
tection of the sovereignty of the United 
States, preferring to occupy the position 
of violating neutrality rather than to sub- 
mit to condemnation. 


Violation of Neutrality. 
What is the meaning, sir, of the viola- 
tion of neutrality? If means taking sides 
in the controversy. It means helping one 
belligerent against another. It means 
that we abandon the attempt to be neu- 
tral and we take steps in the great con- 
flict; and we cannot stop. We cannot 
measure the number of steps. One un- 
neutral act by us will lead to acts by 
others that will compel further acts by 
us, more acts by others, and more by us 
and more by them, until we are in the 
thick of the controversy. 

Recall to your minds all that you 
have read during the last six months of 
the condition of feeling on the part of the 
people in all these countries—England, 
Belgium, France, Germany, Russia, Ser- 
via, all of them—tense to the highest de- 
gree in that condition of ‘exaltation which 
holds prudence for naught.

ing by Commissioner of Public Service 


Montague Ferry and Traction Supervisor 
R. F. Kelker Jr. These were presented to 
the commission from the witness stand. 


Passed by Seven Cara. 
Numerous other witnesses told of bad 
ear service, which ranged from objections 
to being passed up by seven unfilled 
cars in succession on Wabash avenue to 
criticiem of the effect of overcrowding 

upon morals of men and women. 
Witnesses seemed to favor supplemen- 
tal service in the rush hours to take care 
of traffic which centere on the outer edge 


of the congested district but does not ac- 


tually enter the loop. Users of crowded 
lines urged that additional cars be put on 
and be switched beck at the margin of 
the dense traffic district.

“Tt ie rather an anomalous situation 
for them to challenge your jurisdiction 
and come in here and ask you to enforce 
their orders—the orders of the city coun- 
cil. The city council may be guided by 
the influence of the potitical situation.

There is no 
divine power in the city council.” 


Commissioner Owen P. Thompson, who 


was presiding, ruled out the council order, 
but permitted Mr. Ferry’s chart and tab- 
ulated data to go in as evidence wich the 
understanding that it would undergo ven- 
fication by the individuals who compiled 
the data. Incidentally Commissioner
